* In this country,” said Mr. Jus: 
tice: Bradley in the case of Knox v. 
Lee, 79 U. S. 314, " tho. habit. had 
prevailed from the gommencement 
of the 18th century of issuing 
Treasury notes called bills of credit; 
and the revolution of independence 
was achieved, in great degree by 
the Continental Congress. "These 
bills were generally mage n legal 
tender for tho payment of sil debts, 
public and private, until, by the in- 
fluence of tho English merchants 
at home, Parliament prohibited the 
issue o£ bills with thnt quality, This 
prohibition was first exercised in 
1751, against the New England 
Colonies; nnd subsequently, in 1763, 
ngninsb all the colonies. It was one 
of the causes of discontent which 
finally culminated in the Revolution- 
Dr. Franklin endeavored to obtain 
a repeal of the prohibitory Acts, but 
only sueceeded in obteining from 
Parliament, in 1113, aud Act au- 
thorizing the colonies to make their 
bills receivable for'taxes and debts 
due to the colony that issued them. 
At the breaking out of the war 
Massachusetts and other colonies 
Hisregarded the prohibition of Parlja- 
ment and ngain conferred upon their 
bills tho quality of legal tender ; the 
Continental Congress commenced 
the issue of bills oË credit, aud the 
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war was carried on without other 
resources for three or four years, 
und it may bo said with truth that 
we owe our national indepengenco 
to the use of this fiscal agency." 

See how the evidence aceumulates 
of the crime committed by tho Na- 
tional Convention of 1787 1n robbing 
the States of their pi wer to control 
their own circulating medium ! 
Similar conduct on the part of the 
British Parliament wasevidently the 
principal cause of tho war, nnd 
surely Virginia and her sister-States 
did not carry on the war for seven 
long years to be told by the trerch- 
erous aristocratic convention, under 
tho influence of British gold, that 
no State shall coin money, emit bills 
of credit, or make anything a legal 
tender in payment of debts but gold 
and silyer coin. Even as British 
colonies they had more liberty, than 
that, and well might Patrick Henry, 
the grandest patriot of his day, 
hang his harp on the willow, and 
mourn over the wretched fate of his 
country. 

It will be observed that what the 
English merchants Bue to be- 
fore the war, and what they got 
Parliament to prohibit in 1751 and 
1703, was tho exereiso of the power 
by thé, Arueriean Colonies of mak- 
ingiirensüry.notes.a legaleténder-in 
in payment of publi& nnd private 
debts. — "These Euglish merchants 
knew that tho American Colonies had 
solved tlie problem. of how to pro- 
mote their own prosperity; they 
kuew that an abundant toca] curren» 
ey of legal tender paper money 
would stimulate all the industries 
of America; nnd they knew tbat 
this would lead to the establishment 
of manufactures an an, extensiva 
soale and the ultimate destruotion 
cfthe Ameriem merket for English 
goods, 

On tho other hand the Colonies 
knew that the balanco of trade is 
always -against an exclusive agricul, 
tural State : that the precious met- 
als always follow in the wake of 
raw màterials ; and thnt their ouly 
chauce'for. wealth and power was in 
Vhe establishment of paper money 
that would stay at home, 4 
, Bo it'appenrs that tlie war of 1710 
was waged by Kngland. ngainst. her 
American Colonies in the interest 
of British trade, and, having failed 
to conquer them on the field of. bat- 
lle, she cunningly contrived, with 
the assistance of nrisbooralia trait- 
ars, ta swindle them out of their 
liberty through the instrumentality 
of treacherous constitutional con- 
ventions, and to give them a natione 
al gorornment which Writish gold 
would render subservient to British 
iuterests. 

Not only were tha States chented 
out of n right for which thuy had 
fought for seven years, bul it was 
insisted for morethan ninety years 
that even the Federal Government 
did not have the Tower to make 
Treasury notes n legal tender in 
paymeuts of debts, Jt is now es- 
tablished, however, that this power 
exists, "in time of pence as well as 
in timeof war, aud it wes truly 
said by one of the Justices of the 
Supreme Court of the Un:ted States 
nt its October term. 1883 that Con- 
gress can make money enougl in n 
day topay otf the principal of the pub» 
lic debt and save to the Nation tlie 
millions of dollars which nre annu. 
ally paid in interest, '

A MICH POOR MAN. 
*" Nheclburrow," fn Open Court, 

It sounds conceited to hear a poor 
manboast of having lived a lifeotlux- 
ury, yet Imake that boast, I mako it, 
I trust, with becoming modesty, but 
after all with pride. The senti. 
mentis not original with mo; I 
borrow it from Robert Burns, who, 
with musa other valuable mstruo- 
tion, taught me “tho laxury of bo- 
ing independent. Independont in 
soul ho meant, for neither of us was 
ever independent in body—that is, 
Íreo from poverty and the threat- 
enings of its ministers, cold, hunger, 
and care, To be suro I was 
born rich, I camo intothe world 
with a largo capital in tho shaja of 
health nnd vitality to my oredit in 
the bank, and although it has been 
greatly wasted "ind impaired by 
many follies, I feel that thore is yet 
quito a fund subject to my order, 
l have worked from dawn till dark 
at tho hardest kind of labor, with 
pick and shovel and wheelbarrow., 
I have unloadod lumber from ships , 
Ihave carried bricks 'and mortar in a 
hod, up, up, ladder after laddor, ns 
high astho top.gallant mast of a 
man-of-war, and all. for scanty wages, 
but I was proüd,of tho health 
and strength thatjenablod mosto do 
it; and conscionsnesa that Iwas a 
freo citizen whoso voto was equal ín 
power to that of the illionairo, 
mado life not only worth living, but 
a rovelry of enjoyment, "WLen the 
highoaste party challenged tho 
low-casto party to fight it out, 
1 stood by my order, tho low- 
casto party, and [ought it out on 


that line, not only nll summor, buti yp 


for four summers, and four winters, 
ioo, When the bullets knooked ino 
over, aa they sometimes did, I let 
the doctors patchk me up again, and 
caine forward for another round. 
At ilie end of tho disputo it was my 
supremo luxury to "stand up stiddy 
im the ranks," as tho low:easto ban- 
ner went up and the. high-oasto ban- 
ner camo down, and I saw the flag 
of slavery furled for over. It is 
now seriously proposed that I shail 
vote no moro, 

Alarge quantity of self-conceit 
was knocked out of me somo time 
agoby my favorite paper, Zhe Chi- 
caye Tribune, With surprise and 
consternation I saw that it had 
gono over to tho Tory party, Itin- 
sisted that 1 shonld bo ds raded, 
and deprived of tho right to vote, 
This, not for any crimo that I had 
evor done, but because of my 
casto and my poverty, In 
tho creed of'loryiem itis shamo» 
ful to work for a living, and povertv 
is tho unpardonable sin, The argue 
ment of Zhe Tribune was «ontained 
in whatis called a “lay sermon,” 
preached by ono of its editorial 
writers boforo the Chicago Philos- 
ophical Society, With high-class 
exultation it proclaimed in big 
headlines that the lay sermon con: 
sisted of * plain troths told in cold 
English." — 'Uho description was 
only half correct, The argument 
was " cold " enough, cold aud bitter 
as the northern blast; but tho 
“truths” of it were false, in morals, 
in polities, and in religion. 

While I was reading this lay. bep- 
mon threo wonders grew up in my 
mind, —First— That any woman 
could bo “colq 9 enough. to preach 
ite Secondly— Wliat sort of philos. 
opbs was {aught in that Soclety?

--Jaufchs at all attempts to settle the 
scoro by proxy. "ruo, through the 
great law of magnotie sympathy our 
Tellows can, under favorable. condi- 
tions, impart to us some of their 
strength, to tako tho placo, tempora- 
rily at least, of our exhausted. vitali- 
tye Or, bad conditions may be ro- 
moved ard normal conditions bo 
sometimes  suppfied by human 
meang, but always working in con- 
cert with nature, Indeed it would 
seein that tho latter is fertile 1n ewe 
qedienta-—not in atonements--1or 
those who, ignorantly or otherwise, 
cross her paths.
